In addition to the regular revort made at 
the end of the month showing the total col- 
lections, we have a detailed report showing 
the source of the revenue, viz., current taxes, 
delinquent taxes, miscellaneous licenses, dog 
licenses, market stalls, departmental permits, 
etc., etc. This report is made comparative by 
adding an additional column showing the col- 
lections for each activity for the corespond- 
ing period of the previous year. 

Our report on budget expenses is by far the 
most exhaustive and in all probability the 
means of saving considerable money for the 
tax-payers. When the new budget is made 
up, it is based on the expenses of the past year, 
taking into consideration any possible saving 


over the amount expended in each department 
and allowing for additional erpenditures con- 
templated. Each devartment’s activities are 
allotted an amount sufficient to carry through 
the year and each department receives a copy 
of the report on budget expenditures showing 
the total amount appropriated for that par- 
ticular department subdivided into the differ- 
ent activities. Against this total appropria- 
tion for each activity is figured the amount 
allowed for the current period, for instance, 
1-12 for the first month; 1-6 for the second 
month, etc., and opposite this figure is shown 
the actual expense to date.

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Low Cost Oiling Method in Malaria Control 





The Health Department of Newport News. Va., Uses the Economical Oiled Saw- 
dust Method Which Proves as Effective as the Oil Sprayer

Mosquitoes lay their eggs on the water and in 
two or three days, under favorable conditions, 
these eggs hatch out into larvae, or wiggle-tails 
In four or five days these wiggle-tai!s are trans 
formed into queel shaped little creatur:s called 
pupae, or tumblers, which in two or three more 
days develop into adult mosquitoes A'though 
mosquitoes spend about eight or ten days of 
their lif: in the water, the larvae and pupae 
are air breathers and must come to the surface 
from time to time to receive air through little 
breathing tubes. 

The destruction of the bre ding places, arti- 
ficial or natural collections cf water, may be 
brought about by destroying cr screning small 
collections of water in such containers as cans 
tubs, barrels or cellars, and by filling cr drain- 
ing the larger natural collections of water. 
Thes: methods are the most logical since they 
are more or less permanent. 

However, filling or draining may be insuffici- 
ent, or may not be practicable because of exces- 
sive cost, and it may become necessary to kill 
the mosquitoes. Many poisons have been tried. 
The Panama mixture consisting of rosin and 
carbolic acid, Paris green, niter cake, creosste 
and other larvacidal ag: nts have been used Zo: 
some time, but because they render the water

poisonous to man and animals, and because of 
their high cost they are used only under very 
favorable conditions. Since it is necessary fo1 
mosquitoes to come to the surface for air, pois- 
ons applied to the surface cf the water are very 
effective, as they not only have a poisonous

ing tubes. Oil has long been used for this pur- 
pose, and of all anti-mosquito oils kerosene oil 
is perhaps the best. Because of the cost, in- 
flammability and the liability to be wasted, due 
to its transparency, various other cheaper and 
darker oils have been mixed with kero-ene in 
an attempt to dilute it to the gr-atest economic 
minimum that would kill mosquitoes rapidly. 
Crude oil has long been a favorite for this pur-

pose. The usual method of oiling has been 
with the Panama sprayer. 

For the past two years a more economical 
methed has been used by the Health Depart- 
ment at Newport News, which has proven to be 
just as effective as the spray can method with 
kerosene and crude oil. The oil employed is a 
mixture of equal parts of kerosene and waste 
crank-case oil. This mixture seems to fulfill th 
requirements for a good larvacide. Iron drums 
of suitable sizes, are left in all the large gar- 
ages and the waste crank-case oil is put in thes 
containers. The garage owners are very glad 
to avail themselves of this means of dis»ncsin 


of their waste oil. 


These drums, wh'n full, are 
removed by the Inspector of Malaria Controi 
in a Ford truck and empty drums are left in 
their place. This collection is usually done on 
the return trip from work, on rainy days or at 
other odd times and do’s not materially inter- 
fere with the regular work. During the winter 
the collection is continued by the sam° inspec- 
tor who is then employed by another depart- 
ment. The cost of this oil is, therefore, that 
of collection, which is very little. Sawdust is 
collected from a near-by mill and four or five 
barrels of it placed in a large vat, or oil-tight 
box, and the mixture of kerosene and crank- 
case oil is poured over the sawdust and allowed 
to stand for four or five days, or until it is 
thoroughly saturated with the oil. The oil- 
soaked sawdust is removed from one end of the 
vat while fresh saw-dust and coil is added at the 
other end. Thus an abundant supply of oil- 
soaked sawdust is always available. The saw- 
dust is put in barrels and vlaced at strategic 
voints along the area to be oiled. From the 
barrels the sawdust is put into canvas bags 
that have been rendered oil-proof by five appli- 
cations of Johnson’s Water-vroofing. These 
bags are of convenient size and have a broad 
strap to be placed over the shoulder of the 
-arrier much like the old fashioned bo»xk-bag 
The barrels are so placed that one bag full of 
sawdust will last until the next barrel is 
reached.

This method of oiling is mor: economical 
than the spray-can method for the following 
reasons: A given area can be completely 
covered with at least one-third less oil. One 
laborer can cover the same area that can be 
covered by two laborers with spray cans be- 
cause his load is smaller and less cumbersome.

tax rate, yet leaving a substantial cash bal- 
ance on hand. The alleys have been cindered, 
and a few streets were macadamized. Much 
new territory has been annexed to the city, 
and more building permits were issued the 
past year than ever before. 

ASHTABULA, OHIO. City Manager, Wm. 
Cotton, states that the Municipal street car 
lines show a successful year and have made 
a net profit of $16,944. The municipal light 
plant has been a great economy to the railway. 
During most of the past year power was pur- 
chased from a private company at 2%c per 
kilowatt. Now it is procured from the city 
power plant at 1 9-10c which amounts to a 
saving of $18,000. The railway is on a pay- 
ing basis and is earning enough to provide a 
sinking fund for retirement of bonds for other 
necessary expenses. 

ATCHISON, KANS. The annual report of 
City Manager Bert C. Wells shows conclu- 
sively what a conscientious City Manager can 
do for a municipality. The following are 
some of his accomplishments as written up 
in the Kansas City Engincer for May, 1924; 
“The bonded indebtedness of $360,355 has 
been paid off, and in 1923 the books were 
closed with all bills paid and a surplus in 
every department totaling $46,559. The tax 
levy has been reduced from 20 mills in 1920 
to 18.9 mills in 1921; 17.5 mills in 1922 and 
16.75 mills in 1923. Of all money collected in 
taxes, 55% was spent to pay off old bonds. 
Of the 77 cities of the second class in Kansas, 
arranged in order of their lowest tax rates, 
Atchison was raised from No. 62 in 1920 to 
No. 53 in 1921; No. 44 in 1922, and No. 28 in 
1923. A further reduction of .75 mill has been 
provided for. The work of the city govern- 
ment has been carried on so that not a single 
department was skimped and not a necessary 
public improvement was stopped.” Mr. Wells 
is certainly to be congratulated for the fine 
showing his city has made. 

HAYS, KANS. City Manager A. W. Seng 
states that the budget for 1925 has been 
completed and there has been a reduction of 
1% mills per dollar over last year’s tax levy 
notwithstanding the fact that the city has 
put in over $174,000 worth of public improve- 
ments since the last year’s budget. The rea- 
son it has been able to do this is because all 
old debts carried over from the old form of 
government have been paid off and there are 
substantial balances in all funds. 

NORFOLK, VA. City Manager Causey re- 
ports that there was a general reduction this

manager plan. This move is also being backed 
by Victoria, B. C., where a similar situation 
exists. 

WENATCHEE, WASHINGTON. As the 
state of Washington has no law which will 
permit cities to adopt the city manager plan 
of government except by special charter, the 
city of Wenatchee, in an attempt to secure a 
better form of municipal organization, has 
turned to the commission plan in a campaign 
which closed on November 13th. In the course 
of the campaign many citizens who supported 
the commission plan of government declared 
that they were doing so only because they 
could not adopt the city manager plan. 

MOBERLY, MISSOURI. The Moberly 
Demeccrat, in an editorial, has opened its col- 
umns to opinions of Moberly citizens on the 
city manager plan, being prompted by the ac- 
tion of the Kansas City newspapers in open- 
ing their columns to such discussions during 
the campaign for the adoption of the city man- 
ager charter there. 

ARKANSAS CITY, KANSAS. In a mass 
meeting held in this city on November 19th, 
a movement asking that the city be placed 
under the city manager plan of government 
was started. The city is now under the com- 
mission plan. 

EMPORIA, KANSAS. The proposal to 
adopt the city manager plan of government 
in Emporia will come before the voters in 
a special election this winter. Petitions cir- 
culated by the American Legion have been 
signed by more than one thousand voters. 

SCHENECTADY, NEW YORK. Mr. H. 
W. Dodds, Secretary of the National Munici- 
pal League, in an address in the high school 
auditorium in Schenectady on October 6th, 
gave a comprehensive outline of the advan- 
tages of the city manager plan of government. 
His talk was supported by Mr. Hartman of 
Jamestown, Pa. The program was given 
under the ausvices of the Lincoln Club, offi- 
cers of which stated that petitions are now 
being circulated looking toward the submis- 
sion of the adoption of the city manager plan 
to the voters.

BELLINGHAM, WASHINGTON. The 
Municipal League of Bellingham has taken 
as one of its tasks the fight to have the newly 
proposed city manager charter adopted by the 
people. This charter will come up before the 
voters for adoption on December 6th. 

SEATTLE, WASHINGTON. The city 
manager proposal which has occupied the at- 
tention of the Municival League of Seattle for 
some time, will be placed before the voters 
next spring for adoption or rejection. 

LAKE ALFRED, FLORIDA. Mr. P. P. 
Pilcher, City Manager of Winter Haven, 
Florida, presented to a group meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Auburndale, Lake 
\lfred, and Winter Haven, a plan for co-op- 
erative action under a city manager under 
the Metropolitan Area plan as discussed in 
Montreal. Mr. Pilcher pointed out that the 
principal advantages of a plan of this kind 
over the separate systems now in use in the 
cities comprised in the area would be a reduc- 
tion in operating cost, increased efficiency and 
service, saving in purchasing and a possibility 
for regional planning. The plan has caused a 
great deal of discussion in the neighborhood 
of Winter Haven, which has five towns located 
within five miles of its corporate center. 

MADISON, WISCONSIN. The Madison 
Capital-Times of Thursday, November 13th, 
carries on the first page of the second sec- 
tion a large head-line proclaiming, “Back 
City Manager Plan for Madison.” The article 
goes on to state that a campaign to inaugurate 
the city manager plan to take the place of 
the present council, is being discussed by a 
group of Madison merchants. Several alder- 
men have already learned of the plan, which 
comes from the fear of the business men that 
taxes on real and personal property tend to 
reach a dangerous level under what they 
consider an inefficient and ccstly form of gov- 
ernment. The commission plan was proposed 
in Madison a number of years ago but was de- 
feated. 

KANSAS CITY, KANSAS. The Civitan 
Club of Kansas City, Kansas, is interested in 
the city manager plan of government, and 
plans to take up in a series of meetings a dis- 
cussion of the advantages of the plan over 
the commission plan, which is now in effect 
in Kansas City, Kansas. This activity is 
doubtless due both to the vrogressive nature 
cf the city, and to the fact that Kansas City, 
Missouri, is now in the midst of a city mana- 
gcr charter campaign.

FRESNO, CALIFORNIA. Amendments to
